Fd VE3KRP & Vic, VE31AR have worked the Shuttle, with Owen Garriot, “5LFL 
on Board. 


Ed has received word that dwen received his call commlete and Vic's cal} 
was received as VE3)_. If Yic can confirm orbit and 9S) time, he will also 
receive confirmation. 


Ed was usina an ICOM 2714 driving a VHF Engineering AMP nutting 79 watts into 
two Cushcraft Junior Boomers, Horizontally Pol. and a seven element beam 
vertically Pol. Both antennas were fed at the same time to dive a form of 
circular Pol. Ed figures this cave his antenna a aain of 17-13 d8. He heard 
W5LFL at 69/9!

The meeting vas called to order at 8:75 P™ by Nan KRO. Tha minutes of the 
December meeting were read and a motion to accent them as read was made by 
Bill XJ and seconded by John LMJ. The motion was carried. 


The financial statements for the four months ending December 31, 1953 were 
norasented by Grea HPT.

Here is a three band vertical that is easy to 
build ani alse easy on your pocket ook, 


John uses this antenna at his camp and reports 
excellent TX with it. 


Below is.a list of raterials which can ke bought 
Y, ws at Caxatian iLre: 


Sy 6 ft of 3/4 in copp_r pipe 
12 ft of 1/2 4n copper pipe 
1/2 to 3/4 in copper adapter 
_1/2 4n copper .union 
“'4/2 in copper.cap (for delux version only) 
compression clamps two required 
wire for groung radials 
= base insulator wooden tlock or pop hottle 
OO rope used to guy the antenna 


The first thing to “o is to file out the lip in 
the 1/2 to 3/4 copper pipe adapter so that the two 
pipes will slide into each other; Next solder the 1/2 
Vo 3/ union to the 46 in, piece of pipe, The 1/2 in. cap 
V2 le 4 goes to the other eni so that rain won't get inside. 


Once the vertical is assembled adjust the 8 ft, 
copper pipe to get the est match on 29 meters. In 
orter to operate on 15 just remove the top piece of 
pipe that is 46 in. long. And finally to operate on 
10 meters «lide the 1/2 in. pipe into the 3/4 in. 
pipe again until a goo? match is obtained.
